G rant 
at Appomattox, in the State of Virginia, 
and by the w ritten term s of said sur­ 
render, artillery and cavalry officers 
were perm itted to retain their horses, 
sidearms and baggage, and private sol­ 
diers their horses belonging to them. 
After said surrender and after said 
soldiers were paroled and were on their 
way to their respective home*, Federal 
soldiers under orders in violation of the 
terms of the surrender, by force took 
from said paroled officers and soldiers 
their horses, baggage, and sidearms, 
which were never returned to them . 
Two hundred thousand dollars is ap­ 
propriated by the bill to reimburse the 
Confederate soldiers or their heirs, of 
such violation of the agreement.

I ndianapolis, Feb. 8.—Little busi­ 
ness of a final nature was transacted by 
the legislature Tuesday, though the 
house engaged in two im portant dis­ 
cussions, one upon a general pharmacy 
bill and the other upon the labor arbi­ 
tration bill. 
Both were upon second 
reading and though very strong effort« 
were made to load each bill np with 
amendment« these were fonght off and 
the bills went through to engrossment 
practically as they were drawn by their 
authors. 
Some im portant house bills 
died upon committee reports in the 
morning. 
Among them were the Nich­ 
olson primary election bill and the bill 
to oust Superintendent Johnson of the 
feebleminded school. 
The senate spent some time in discuss­ 
ing a contributory negligence bill which 
was finally advanced to engrossment 
and indulged in another long discussion 
upon Senator Houghton’s bill to make 
the diplomas of other colleges then the 
1 State Normal school good forjlife license 
after teaching for eight years, which 
was finally killed. 
It passed the Root« 
bill for a visiting committee to do away 
w ith legislative junket«. 
Senator Dun­ 
can’s bill providing for the appointment 
of an auditing board by the circuit 
court to audit the accounts of township 
trustees failed to pass the senate for 
want of a constitutional majority, the 
bill receiving 28 affirmatives and 20 
negative votes. 
This does not kill the 
bill and it can be called up for passage 
at any time.

It was on Satur- 
1 day, Juno 28, 1878, at 11 o ’clock in the 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkeoper’s table in the 
Guildhall. 
It was directed to tho wor­ 
shipful the mayor of Cambridge, was 
signed by Lieutenant Colouel Hamilton 
and read as follows : 
"His imperial majesty the shah of 
Persia desires to visit your university 
town today en route for London by spe­ 
cial, arriving at 
Cambridge station 
about 1:10 o’clock. 
Be prepared with 
escort and reception as far as tim e al­ 
low .” 
Instantly everybody began tumbling 
over his fellow. 
The town clerk was 
sent for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor( the members of 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
and the cook of St. Peter’s college kitch­ 
en. The vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook began to boil and 
fry.

The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter inle 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand-

the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of the emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. 
The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft 
er the diplomatists had returned to theii 
places between the dragon pillars, hif 
remarks being translated into Chines« 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, w ith bows at thre* 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall w en 
covered 
with inscriptions 
and ran 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares 1 % 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted w ith the dragon 
figurea 
The supporting columns were 
of red lacquer, covered w ith figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of the emperor stooj 
Prince Po, 011 his left Prince Ko, ani 
near him Prince Ching. The room wai 
lined on either side by two rows of higk 
officers of the Imperial guards aud 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of the imperial family. 
N o arm» 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor and the princes. 
The im ­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, w ith silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outside 
the doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. 
On either side of the em ­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
bo painted imitations of peacock tail» 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China. 
Lengthy inscriptions in Mantchoo were 
engraved upon a marble plinth back of 
the throne. Six immense incense bowl» 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by &» 
immense cloisonne dragon of great 
value, wrere placed around tbs platform, 
w hile from the ceiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps mads during tb« 
Toa-Kuang dynasty. 
On the table ifi 
front of the emperor, which was cov­ 
ered w ith yellow satin, embroidered 
w ith figures of dragons, was placed th« 
pipe of his majesty, a piece of carved 
jade and gold, the handle formed by 
the body and tail of a dragon, its moutk 
as the tobacco bowl. 
W ithin the pink w alls that surrounded 
the forbidden city are several temple« 
and «0 or more palaces and other build­ 
ings which are oooupied as residences 
by the emperor’s immediate attendant! 
and officers of the guard. 
They are all 
of one story and of uniform architecture, 
differing only in dimensions. Their ex 
teriors are painted that peculiar whits 
which Europeans have never been ebls 
to im itate and roofed w ith tiles of 1m 
perial yellow. 
The Fu Hua, or East 
Flower gate, is reached from the Tartei 
city by passing over a marble bridge, 
handsomely decorated and bearing sev­ 
eral tablets w ith inscriptions that be­ 
token long life, prosperity, happiness 
and other blossings. Immediately befors 
the gates are the western gardens, hand­ 
somely laid out in the highest taste and 
skill in landscape architecture, and snr 
rounding a lake that covers several acres. 
The nearest temple is dedicated to th* 
great river god, and there the emperor 
offeA sacrifices to appease that disorderly 
joss, who is responsible for the flood» 
which so frequently devastate the low 
lauds of nortliem China. —Chicago Reo 
ord.

Probably the cats, great and small,

keep their claws sharp, muscles for 
springing suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden the sound of 1 heif 
movements and color adapted for con­ 
cealment.

It Becom es a Law So Far »■ the Senate 
Ie Concerned—Duncan’* B ill for A udit­ 
ing Court Account* Fail* For W ant of 
a C onstitutional M ajority—House Phar­ 
macy B ill. 


I ndianapolis, Feb. 8.—Little busi­ 
ness of a final nature was transacted by 
the legislature Tuesday, though the 
house engaged in two im portant dis­ 
cussions, one upon a general pharmacy 
bill and the other upon the labor arbi­ 
tration bill. 
Both were upon second 
reading and though very strong efforts 
were made to load each bill up with 
amendments these were fought off and 
the bills went through to engrossment 
practically as they were drawn by their 
authors. 
Some im portant house bills 
died upon committee reports in the 
morning. 
Among them were the Nich­ 
olson primary election bill and the bill 
to oust Superintendent Johnson of the 
feebleminded school. 
The senate spent some time in discuss­ 
ing a contributory negligence bill which 
was finally advanced to engrossment 
and indulged in another long discussion 
upon Senator Houghton’s bill to make 
the diplomas of other colleges then the 
State Normal school good forjlife license 
after teaching for eight years, which 
was finally killed. 
It passed the Roots 
bill for a visiting committee IO do away 
w ith legislative junkets. 
Senator Dun­ 
can’s bill providing for the appointment 
of an auditing board by the circuit 
court to audit the accounts of township 
trustees failed to pass the senate for 
want of a constitutional majority, the 
bill receiving 88 affirmatives and 90 
negative votes. 
This does not kill the 
bill and it can be called up for passage 
at any time.

It Created Considerable Excitem ent lo rn 
Tnit . ratty City. 
Tho Cambridge (England) Independ­ 
ent Press retells the story of the hoax 
perpetrated upon the civic and uuiver- 
! sity authorities at Cambridge on the 
occasion of the visit of the late shah of 
Persia to that country. It was on Hat nr- 
1 day, June 28, 1873, af 11 o’clock iii the 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkecper’s table in the 
Guildhall, It was directed to the wor­ 
shipful the mayor of Cambridge, was 
•igued by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton 
and read as follows: 
“His imperial majesty the shah of 
Persia desires to visit your university 
town today en route for London by spe­ 
cial, arriving at Cambridge station 
about 1:10 o’clock. 
Be prepared with 
escort and reception as far as time al­ 
low.” 
Instantly ev< rybody began tumbling 
over his fellow. The town clerk was 
Bent for, aud messages were dispatched 
to tho VK'© chancellor, the members of 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
and the cook of St, Pi t* r’s celli go kitch 
en. The vice chancellor hurried on his 
Fobes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook begun to boil and 
fry. 
Nor were the general publio Is hind- 
haud. Flags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in tie* street Dr. Cooksou, th* 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as “Dismal Jimmy” ), made 
his vs ay to the station ah fast as his dig­ 
nity vo*uid permit. The mayor, Mr. T, 
ll Naylor, and the corporal iou followed 
suit. 
A guard of honor and carr luges 
were in waiting, aud soul everybody 
was tie re except tho shah. Then the 
news flew round that the railway offi­ 
cials knew nothing almut tho special 
tram, and after a brief delay it was ap­ 
par* ut that ti 10 whole thing was a hoax 
The jlerpetraters of the hoax were never 
. discover* «E though two persons were 
; afterward freely mentioned in connec­ 
tion with it. In the year of grace 1873 
j tho era of practical jukes was past, bul 
bad the authors of the shah’s visit been 
abv© in the, days of The-xb.re Hook 
Ahey might have lived in literature.

Certain snakes of medium size carry 
the most deadly weapon, whether of of­ 
fense or defe nse, owned by any animal. 
In addition they have the perfect ver­ 
tebrate structnre which Sir Richard 
Owen so much admired, aud can there­ 
fore swim, climb and make their way 
in places where no other animal of sim­ 
ilar size can go. 
They are the best 
equipped animals of their kind. 
Side 
by side with these are found snakes of 
similar size and equal powers, except 
that they lack the invincible lethal 
weapon. 
They only carry blank car­ 
tridges in the battle of life. 
Evolution 
seems arrested for no reason. They not 
only fail to grow the poison tooth, but 
do not develop the power of crushing 
their prey as the constrictors do. 
It 
would be for easier for a common grass 
snake to kill a frog by poison before 
eating it, as the cobra does, than to 
have to swallow it alive. It would save 
It trouble to crush it, as a young boa 
constrictor of the same size would d<x 
but it does neither, because it neither 
has developed, nor seems in the least 
likely to develop, tim necessary equip­ 
ment for so doing. 
By the theory of evolution the grass 
snake ought therefore to go back in the 
world, while the other common English 
snake, the poisonous viper, armed with 
a weapon, powerful as a protection and 
a means of killing prey, increased in 
Size aud numbers and took its place. 
Yet this is exactly what has not hap­ 
pened. Grass snakes are larger and more 
numerous than adders and there is no 
evidence that the abs1 nee of the poison 
fangs in any way endangers the survival 
, of the species. 
j 
It is difficult to account for the ab 
•enc© of any visible fa’lure in life of in­ 
sect feeding creatures competing fen: ex­ 
istence on the same food, but with such 
unequal physical means for obtaining it 
! as are posf ssed by the swallow, the 
J marmoset, 
he shrew, the chameleon 
sud the frug. 
In this list of five crea­ 
tures living upon similar food we find 
I that the physical appliances for obtain 
I iug it rang’' from the perfect develop­ 
ment of speed in flight in the swallow. 
(he addition of hands for capture in the 
rn ar iii os*-t, bodily quickness and activity 
in the shrew, the power of assuming 
color exactly similar to that of environ­ 
ment in the chameleon, supplemented 
by a special apparatus for shooting out 
th*- tongue and capturing insects when 
motionless, ta tho absence of any special 
equipment at all, except that of arathei 
long tongue, in the insect eating frog. 
Yet the frog, destitute of all these 
specialized appliances, lives just as well 
as the swallow, tho shrew, tho marmo­ 
set or the chameleon, und at least one 
species, the barking frog, finds that t* 
get on in tho world it has only to be 
still aud wait till creatures walk into 
its mouth. It has acquired a akin color 
suited to its «uvironment aud a large 
mouth. 
But it ii not, ar I could ncv* 1 
be, ct mid* red well provid*d for getting 
its living. 
Oar estimate of the physical mean* 
and appliances necessary for the survival 
and well being of animals is probable 
yet too high 
We judge the needs of aL 
from the perfect development aud ac­ 
quired pow re of many, perhaps « f 
mo t, which evolution has provided 
w itll appliances in excess of their real 
wants. Most animals ave overequipped. 
Evolution has run riot und provided 
them with means aud metal far in ex- 
ct ss of their needs, just as it ha 4 provid­ 
ed them with an exulx r.tnce of orua- 
u)< tit which delights us, but must ai­ 
rt ady have passed beyond animal eom- 
pr< hen,siam 
Probably the cats, great aud small, 
would at once be ntuued as the best 
equipped cf all classes of predatory 
creatures,and the predatory creatures are 
by necessity superior in most forms of 
physique to those on which they prey. 
They ure all “ built” on one plan, with 
a specinl armament of teeth, sheaths to 
keep their claws sharp, muscles for 
-iprilifting suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden tho sound of t heir 
movements aud color adapted for con­ 
cealment. These acquired appliances are 
in * xcess of their wants. 
The polar bear, which calinut spring 
and has no sheaths for its claws, and 
has little obvious provision to aid it in 
swimming, catches and kills animals 
larger thsu those killed by the tiger and 
can kill them iu the water. The wol­ 
verene, or glutton, which is heavy, slow 
aud has tho feet of a ferret, gets its liv­ 
ing us a carnivorous animal no less wa ll 
than tile tiger eats, which have a far 
more ajx-cislized equipment for their 
work. 
There is actual evidence from the fos­ 
sil bones of tigers that this excess of 
equipment once went further aud has 
bt eu discarded as superfluous. 
An ex­ 
tinct species developed canine teeth of 
such enormous size that it has beta 
uamed the “ saber toothed tiger.” The 
teeth were too long for its jaw s, and the 
modem spades use shorter weapons, 
Just as rn od‘rn ironclads are provided 
With lighter guns. The curling tusks of 
Alme of the mammoths and ti)*- pal mated 
bori in of the Irish elk were ulso in exec* J 
of rcquireim tits aud are modified for use 
in the existing elephants and reindeer. 
Many monkeys pons* ss a thumb, but 
some do not, and there is no evidence 
that they are therefore at a disadvantage 
for their »unprogressive life.—Loudon 
Spec tator.

CHINESE SPLENDOR. 


THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS BEFORE THS 
REIGNING POTENTATE. 


A Form al 
Reception by th* 
Emperor, 
Stiff N ecked Ceremony In th e Mldat of 
R ich Trapping*—M agnificent 
Temple* 
and Palace* In th e Forbidden City. 


After tho present emperor ascended 
the throno of China his government 
yielded the point and agreed to receive 
the diplomatic corps in the same man­ 
ner that they are received by the sover­ 
eigns of Europe. The first ceremony of 
the kind, which took place on March 5, 
1891, was an event in Chinese history. 
The members of the several legations 
arrived at Fu Hun, or East Flower gate 
of the forbidden city, at IO o’clock on 
that morning in sedan chairs, each es­ 
corted by two mounted officers of the 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by die members of the Tsung Ii Yamen, 
who conducted them to the Shih Yang 
Kung, tho temple of the great river god, 
when they were offered tea and sweet­ 
meats. An hour later they were escorted 
to the Tsu Kuang Ko, or reception hall, 
a handsome building profusely decorated 
, with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
with gilded dragons. The dean of the 
diplomatic corp**, escorted by mein bets 
of the foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and the ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace aud civil and mil­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 1 2 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter in Ie 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prince Ching, 
who had been standing on the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of the emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling nntil he had de­ 
posited them. The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft 
er the diplomatists had returned to theii 
places between the dragon pillars, hit 
remarks being translated into Chines* 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at three 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall wen 
covered with inscriptions and ran 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares I % 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures. Tho supporting columns were 
of red lacquer, covered with figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of the emperor stoo^ 
Prince Po, on his left Prince Ko, ani 
near him Prince Ching. The room was 
lined on either side by two rows of high 
officers of the Imperial guards aud 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of the imperial family. No arm* 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor and the princes. The im­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, with silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outnids 
the doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. 
On either side of the em­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
be painboi imitations of peacock tail* 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China. 
Lengthy inscriptions in Mantchoo wars 
engraved upon a marble plinth back of 
the throne. Six immense incense bowl* 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by an 
immense cloisonne dragon of great 
value, were placed around the platform, 
while from the ceiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps mad*! during tbs 
Toa-Kuttiig dynasty. On the table io 
front of the emperor, which was cov­ 
ered with yellow satin, embroidered 
with figures of dragons, was placed th# 
pipe of his majesty, a piece of carved 
jade amt gold, tho handle formed by 
the bo*Iy and tail of a dragon, its mouth 
as the tobacco bowl. 
Within the pink walls that surrounded 
the forbidden city ar© several temples 
and IO ca’ more palaces and other build­ 
ings which are occupied as residences 
by the emperor's immediate attendants 
and officers of the guard. They are all 
of one story and of uniform architecture 
differing only in dimensions. Their ex 
tenors are painted that peculiar whits 
which Europeans have iu-ver bet a abl* 
to imitate and roofed with tiles of im 
Penal yellow. The Fu Hua, or East 
Flower gate, is reached from the Turtat 
city by passing over a marble bridge, 
handsomely decorated and bearing sev 
oral tablets with inscriptions that be 
token long life, prosperity, happiness 
aud other blossiuga Immediately befur# 
the gates are the western gardens, hand­ 
somely laid out in the highest taste and 
skill in landscape architecture, and snr 
rounding a lake that covers several acres. 
The nearest temple is dedicated to tbs 
great river god, and then* the emperor 
off 11^ sacrifices to appease that disorderly 
Joss, who is responsible for the flood* 
which so frequently devastate the low 
lauds of northern China.--Chicago Roo 
Ord.
